Conferees Agree. 

Wasbtngton, July 1. — The ronfor- 
ees of the two houses of congress on 
tbe Philippine civil government bill 
have practically reached an agree 
a«nt Tbe understanding provides 
tor the olitnination of the coinavre 
question from tbe bill, thus postpon- 
ing that Que«tion to another sesaion 
for independent action. The senate 
conferees held out for their silver 
stand provision ninl the iioiise men 
were Just as firm in their contention 
for a gold standard. The bouse pro- 
vision for a territorial legislature is 
retained in modified form. Tbe Dem- 
ocratio members of tlie ronfproncp 
were not present, but it is not believ- 
ed that they will make an effort to 
change the agreement. 

Fighting Has Subsided. 
Cape Haytien, July 1. — The street 

fighting here between the iiartisans of 
M. Firmin. the former minister of 
Hayti at Paris and General Alexis 
Nord. the minister of war of the pro- 
Tllional government, both of whom 
are candidates for the presidency of 
the republic, ceased at sunset. Ad- 
miral Killiek. who bad supported .M. 
Flrmln by landing marines and firing 
on General Nord's followers, ordered 
the marines to return to their ship, 
which tliey (lid. Tliey were accompan- 
ied on board by the )iartisans of .M. 
firmin. The admiral, who only used 
small, rapid fire guns, threatens 
to bombard Cape Hayiien In earnest. 
M. Firmin's residence and the house 
of his relatives have been completely 
pillaged. Tbe Haytien warship Crete- 
a-Pierrot. on which the foreign con- 
suls, under the protection of their re- 
spective tiags, and M. Firmin sought 
rtfuge is still in the roadsted. She is 
■eeking to obtain a supply of coal so 
M to enable her to go to Port-au- 
Prtnee. 



Cregcn Ashore. 
Seattle, Wash., July 1. — The 
Harbor, with eight feet of water in 
her bold. On tbe voyago north the 
Oregon began leaking badly before 
she passc'd ViT^'.'i\-^r island, nin' .t 
was found necessary to Keeping the 
pnmps going ronstantiy to.iieep her 
afloat.

Mr. Garfield bad Just ar- 
rived from hia hoiii-3 in Cleveland, 
where he investignted the iituition 
and made his report to the president. 
Collector Leach Is also here and has 
filed affidavits denying the charges.

I'rcKlcleiit's ReBldcn<-e Afloat. 

New York, July 1.— The Mayrtow- 
er, the official yacht of the i nitui 
StateSf^and ocean home of Presitlent 
Roosevelt, lies in tbe Brooklyn navy 
yard. In her new funelions affpr im- 
dergoing alterations that cost $5U.0(i0, 
she is ready for sea as one of the 
most luxuriously appointed vessels 
afloat. She was commissioned Satur- 
day, but tbe date of her sailini; from 
the navy yard has not yet been set- 
tled. Of the new Mayflower all the 
oflleera at the navy yard are proud, 
as they feel she will be a fitting resi- 
dence for the chief executive of the 
nation when social or naval regula- 
tions call upon him to fly his flas 
afloat. In designing such a palace 
for use by the president, the United 
States departs somewhat from the 
old lines of Jefferson simplicity and 
takes her place with tbe other world 
powers in the matter of naval luxury. 
Neither tbe Hobenzollem nor any of 
theotber royal yachts has state rooms 
and saloons more beautiful or c(,stly 
than thoae of the president's yacht. 

in tbe four weeks Just passed, the 
Mayflower has been refitted and re- 
furnished completely from stem to 
stern. The president's quarters are 
situated a(t on tbe main deck and in- 
clude ais salerooms for tbe exclusive 
use or himself, Mrs. Roosevelt and 
their children. The two larger of 
these staterooms have been very lav- 
ishly furnished. Special attention has 
bean (Iven to the decoration of the 
bulkheads and the panelling, which 
are covered with expensive Bilk in 
many colors. 

The smoking rooms occupiea the 
aft»r portion of the spar deck and is 
famished in teak, with a floor of fancy 
woods. Inlaid in mossic ami waxed. 
Behind the officers' quarters below 
the main deck is the president's din- 
ing saloon. It extends in width of 
the ship and Is furnlslied In white and 
gold, Louis XIV style. 

Before the Spanish-American war 
the Mayflower was tbe property of 

Mrs. Ogden Goelet. It bad 1 n built 

for her husband, on the Clyde, at a 
e. St ..f $800,000. When Mr. Goel. r 
died his widow at one time contem- 
plated selling the yacht to the king 
of the Belgians. At the ntitbreak of 
the war, the Mayflower was bought 
as a torpedo boat destroyer at a cost 
of $450,000. The vessel is 321 feet 
over all, 275 feet on the water line. 

When Governor Allen was sent to 
Porto Rico, he was given the .May- 
flower, i<tt»r sh.' had been outfitted 
at considerable expense as his official 
yacht. Tbe Mayflower, which now re- 
places the Dolphin, is under command 
of Lieutenant Commander Albert 
Cleavea.

St Louis, July 1.— A low estimate 
placed on tbe damage wrought within 
a raflius of l.')0 miles of Alton.

While the 
farmera are tbe heaviest losers, the 
railroads also suffered severely, in 
the AmerieAn bottom farming dis- 
trict the farmers are ruined. 

Woodriver, a small and usually 
harmless stream, overflowed its banks 
early and the farthers in tbe vast ex 
pause of bottom lands were forced to 
get into the upper stories of their 
homes to save their lives.

This 
was flooded, and President F. W. Olln 
states that his loss will not be less 
than IB.OOO, and nay be more. Re 
ports received from the Plasia Creek 
district say that the farmers in tin ir 
anxiety to get their stock out of the 
valley into the bills, neglected to save 
any of their shocked wheat, and lost 
all. Ail the crops there are lost. 

'Crops Ruined. 

ranvillo. Ills.. July 1.— A heavy 
r.Tin nnd wind have rulnoil tlie oats 
cii |i and serif)usly damaged wheat 
and corn. The lowlands are several 
feet under water, and crops destroyed. 
Vermillion river is out of its banks 
and hiirhi r than for .'{0 years. All 
oioiis on t.ottom lands are practically 
ruined, and fences, small buildings 
and considerable live stock have been 
ciriied away. No estimate of the 
amount of damage can yet be maile.

Declares the t>«>cretMry of War Has a 

Kniftty liitellpft. 

Washington. July 1.— Mr. Elklns 
(W. Va.) addressed the senate in sup- 
port of bis resolution providing for 
the annexation by the United States 
of the island of Cuba. Mr. KIklns 
said that his resolution had been mis- 
tmderstood. It had no bearing upon 
Cuban reciprocity and was not in- 
tended to have any. It simply voiced 
In concrete from his judgment that 
Cuba otight to be annexed to the 
United Slates and the sooner the 
better for both countries. The reso- 
lution did not suggest annexation of 
Cuba in an offensive way. It provid- 
ed that the Cubans must take the in- 
itiative and only after they had asked 
for annexation could tbe United 
States act. For nearly a century, he 
said, the annexation of Cuba to the 
United States had been the ambition 
of American statesmanship. Pointing 
out that many distinguished American 
statesmen from Jefferson to McKln- 
ley had favored annexation, and he 
thought this was an opportune time 
to carry into effect the well defined 
wishes of a majority of tbe people of 
Cuba and tbe United States in regard 
to annexation. It Is In the interest of 
both countries. It is claimed that an- 
nexation would destroy the promising 
growing of beet sugar industry of the 
United States. Not so. however. 

Mr. Blkins in clositm saiil too much 
had been said about what we owed to 
Cuba and bow much depended upon 
our relations with the Island. He ad- 
ded: Our able secretary of war. who 
con(iuers with his cold and frosty in- 
t) llect and never had a hot thought, 
never swayed by passion in his life, 
deliberately wrote these words in his 
rei)ort: The peace of Cuba Is neces- 
sary to the pcact> of the United 
States.' Now, who on earth believes 
that?" He continued to ridicule tbe 
idea, which, he said, permeated state- 
ments in the senate, saying that It 
wa.-i e\travaj;atit talk. It is all through 
the country. It Is an epidemic."

'No bad Byniptums of any kind." 

At noon the following statement 
was given out at tbe palace: There 
Is no cause for alarm In tbe distress 
caused by dressing the wound.

The 
wound, which Is of considerable 
depth, is dressed from the bottom.

Tbe king 
was much benefitted by the change 
to the cou(di Sunday, on which he 
Stajed for a few hours. The eiectr c 
fans have proved of great value in 
keeping down the temperature of the 
apartment. The queen is In constant 
attendance in t!n sick room, but tin* 
Utmost quiet is enforced. The King 
occasionally sees his children, init the 
interviews are of short duration. No 
matters of state or business are allow- 
ed to be submiited lo the king, who is 
also debarred from reading his cor- 
respondence. Neither Drs. Laklng, 
Barlow nor Treves have left the pal- 
ace since the operation, except lor 
an occasi(mal hour." 

This statement was issued with the 
view of correcting the numerous un- 
foimded Stories published with cir- 
cuiustaiil ial detail reganllng what is 
alleged to transpire in the sick room. 

The chet-rfulness of the public is 
apparently fully shared by tbe jnera- 
bers of the royal family.
